COTTON 

Committee on Agriculture: The Subcommittee on Cot¬ 
ton continued its discussion on the national cotton prob¬ 
lem with Walter L. Randolph, president, Alabama 
Farm Bureau Federation, testifying today on behalf of 
the national organization of the American Farm Bu¬ 
reau Federation.

countries and countries participating in ECA should not 
be subject to export control, and so that Secretary of 
Agriculture may have full authority to grant export 
allocations whenever fats, oils, and oil seeds are surplus 
in U. S.; Thomas C. Ballagh, Ballagh & Thrall, export 
sales managers, Philadelphia, who favored termination 
of extension m June 1950, and felt that controls should 
be limited to matters of genuine necessity; and L. Blaine 
Liljenquist, Western States Meat Packers Association, 
Inc., Francisco, who favored an amendment to 
exempt fats and oils from export controls. T. H. 


Gregory, National Cottonseed Products Association, 
• testified against controls.

COMMITTEE EXPENSES, GOVERNMENT 
REORGANIZATION 

Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart¬ 
ments: In executive session the committee agreed to re¬ 
port unanimously, without amendment, S. 170, to au¬ 
thorize transfer of land to Secretary of Interior. It also 
approved funds for subcommittees of the committee as 
follows: Senate Investigations Subcommittee: $50,000 
additional funds, or a total budget of $102,600 for i 
year; Subcommittee on Relations with International Or¬ 
ganizations: $18,000 for a i-year period; and Subcom¬ 
mittee on Intergovernmental Relations: $15,000 for i 
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year. It was agreed that appropriate resolutions to pro¬ 
vide for the above funds will be introduced and reported 
by Chairman McClellan. 

In open hearings on S. 526, Reorganization Act of 
1949, the committee heard Comptroller General Lind¬ 
say C. Warren “strongly favor and recommend legisla¬ 
tion such as that you are now considering.” He further 
said that “Exemptions, of course, are a matter of policy 
for the Congress to determine but if you ask my view 
I would have to recommend strongly that no executive 
agency of any kind be exempted if you want any real 
reorganization to be effective.” Hearings continue to¬ 
morrow. 

NOMINATIONS, AND PALESTINE REFUGEES 

Committee on Foreign Relations: In executive session 
the committee agreed to report favorably the nomina¬ 
tion of Dean Rusk, to be Assistant Secretary of State, 
together with many routine promotional nominations 
in the Foreign Service. 

It was agreed that a Senate joint resolution be intro¬ 
duced and reported, to provide $16,000,000 as a special 
contribution by the U. S. to the UN for relief of Palestine 
refugees. This is to carry out the purpose set forth in 
a resolution adopted by the General Assembly of the UN. 

INTERIOR DEPARTMENT 

Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs: The com¬ 
mittee continued hearings in connection with its study 
and examination of the operations and functions of the 
Interior Department with lames P. Davis, Director, 
Colonel Johnson, and Colonel Noyes, all from the Divi¬ 
sion of Territories and Island Possessions, and Albert M. 
Day, Director, Fish and Wildlife Service, discussing the 
jurisdictions and functions of their respective Divisions. 

On February i the committee heard Assistant Secre¬ 
tary William E. Warnc, Under Secretary Oscar L. Chap¬ 
man, and Assistant Secretary C. Gerard Davidson dis¬ 
cuss their respective duties and functions. 

ORGANIZATIONAL MEETING 
Committee on Interstate and Foreign Commerce: In 
executive session the committee selected the 2d and 4th 
Wednesdays of each month as its regular meeting days. 

Routine nominations in the Coast Guard and in the 
Coast and Geodetic Survey were ordered favorably 
reported. 

It was agreed to take up the nomination of J. Monroe 
Johnson to reappointment to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission at its next regular meeting on February 9. 

The committee unanimously adopted the following 
two committee resolutions as to a quorum for transact¬ 
ing business, and as to proxy votes: 

“That seven members shall constitute a quorum for 
official action of the committee when reporting a bill or 
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nomination: That proxies shall not be counted 

in making a quorum.” 

“When a record vote is taken in committee on any 
bill, resolution, amendment, or other question, a ma¬ 
jority of the members being present, a member who is 
unable to attend the meeting may submit his vote by 
proxy, in writing, or by telephone or through personal 
instructions.” 

LABOR—SCHOOL AID 

Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: The commit¬ 
tee continued hearings today on S. 249, repeal of Taft- 
Hartley Act, and the Thomas (Utah) substitute there¬ 
for, with Paul M. Herzog, Chairman, NLRB, express¬ 
ing his views and opinions on the bill and substitute. 
Secretary of Labor Tobin went back on the stand to be 
questioned further on the bill and substitute. 

The committee met in night session; details on the 
meeting will be carried in tomorrow’s Digest. 

In an afternoon session on February i the committee 
agreed that proposed legislation for Federal aid to edu¬ 
cation and health service to children of school age 
should be considered in separate bills, and that the 
health service should not be joined with Federal aid to 
education. A subcommittee was appointed consisting 
of Senators Hill, Douglas, Taft, and Smith of New 
Jersey to work with Senator McMahon and others on 
the perfection of a bill providing for health service to 
children of school age.

31, providing for continuation of Free¬ 
dom Train for 2 years, was ordered reported with per¬ 
fecting amendments; the nomination of Jesse M. Don¬ 
aldson, to be Postmaster General, was voted to be re¬ 
ported favorably to the Senate; and Senators Johnston 
of South Carolina, chairman, O’Conor, and Langer were 
designated as members of this committee to serve, as 
ex officio members of the Comnaittee on Appropriations 
for consideration of the appropriation bill for the Post 
Office Department.

Committee on Armed Services: In executive session the 
committee ordered reported to the Senate approxi¬ 
mately 13,000 armed service promotions and nomina¬ 
tions.

HOUSING—EXPORT CONTROL 

Committee on Bankjng and Currency: Subcommittee 
on Housing and Rents held hearings on proposed hous¬ 
ing legislation, receiving testimony from Senator El- 
Icnder in support of S. 138, to establish a national 
housing policy; he also indicated his support of S. 712, 
to amend the National Housing Act. Raymond M. 
Foley, Administrator, Housing and Home Finance 
Agency, also testified in support of both bills. Hearings 
continue tomorrow. 

In the late afternoon the committee met in executive 
session with officials of the Department of Commerce 
to consider S. 548, to recommend that the existing export 
controls, which expire February 28, 1949, be extended 
until June 30, 1951, subject to termination by the Presi¬ 
dent or by concurrent resolution of the Congress. Com¬ 
mittee continues in executive session tomorrow in hopes 
of reaching a vote on reporting the measure. 

REORGANIZATION ACT 

Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart¬

Committee on Interior and Insular Affairs: Committee 
continued its hearings in connection with its study and 
examination of the operations and functions of the 
Interior Department, receiving testimony from Michael 
W. Straus, Bureau of Reclamation Commissioner; Dr. 
Paul J. Raver, Administrator of the Bonneville Power 
Administration; Douglas D. Wright, Administrator of 
the Southwestern Power Administration; and Newton 
B. Drury, National Park Service, as to their respective 
duties and functions. 

LABOR 

Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: Secretary of 
Labor Tobin continued his testimony before the com¬ 
mittee on S. 249, to repeal the Taft-Hartlcy Act, having 
been recalled for questioning. His testimony was in 
support of the substitute for the bill prepared by him¬ 
self and his associates at the request of Senator Thomas 
of Utah. The committee stayed in night session and 
will continue tomorrow. The committee stayed in 
night session on February 2 with Secretary of Labor 
Tobin continuing his testimony.

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Committee Meetings 

COTTON—OLEO 

Committee on Agriculture: James Hand, Jr., represent¬ 
ing the Delta Council, testified before the Subcommit¬ 
tee on Cotton and discussed the Agricultural Act of 
1948 as it relates to cotton; recommended po-percent 
parity for cotton and provisions for support prices for 
cottonseed be included in the revised legislation, the 
level of support to be comparable to those available for 
other major oil-bearing seeds. He also recommended 
that there be a reserve of acreage for establishing allot¬ 
ments for farms on which no cotton was planted in the 
past 3 years and that this reserve be deducted from the 
State allotment before the State allotment is distributed 
among the counties; the amount of the reserve to be 
set by the State committee and not to exceed 2 percent 
of the State allotment. He strongly urged that soil¬ 
building payments reflect satisfactory performances of 
approved practices on a per acre basis without limitation 
as to the maximum payment per farm. 

Dr. C. R. Sayre, of Stoneville, Miss., and Irby Turner, 
of Belzoni, Miss., also testified before the committee. 
Hearings will continue tomorrow. 

It was announced later by the chairman of the com¬ 
mittee, Representative Cooley, that hearings on bills 
to repeal the tax on oleomargarine would start before 
this committee on Tuesday, March i, and continue until 
completed. Eighteen bills dealing with oleomargarine 
have been referred to this group. 

ARMY-AIR FORCE COMPOSITION 

Committee on Armed Services: Continued discussion 
on H. R. 1437, Army and Air Force composition bill, 
with testimony being received from Maj. Gen. Arthur 
Evans, Reserve OflEcers Association; Hon. W. Stuart 
Symington, Secretary of the Air Force; Lt Gen. E. R. 
Quesada, Air Force; and Lt. Idwald Edwards, Air 
Force. Hearings on this legislation will continue Mon¬ 
day, February 7. 

EXPORT CONTROLS 

Committee on Banking and Currency: Voted to report 
to the House H. R. 1661, to extend export controls, with 
technical amendments. The meeting of the committee 
was of an executive nature. 

MINIMUM WAGE—LABOR-MANAGEMENT ACT 

Committee on Education and Labor: Heard further wit¬ 
nesses on the bill to amend the Fair Labor Standards 
Act of 1938, particularly regarding the raising of mini¬ 
mum wage rates from 40 to 75 cents per hour. Today’s 
witnesses were Alfred Dorman, Georgia Wholesale 
Grocers’ Association; J. T. Sanders, National Grange; 
Peter T. Beardsley, American Trucking Association; 


Julius E. Bagley, Longshoremen’s Union; and Austin 
Ansen, Texas Canners Association and Texas Citrus 
Growers Association. Later, in a night session, further 
representatives of labor and industry exjpressed their 
views on the minimum-wage issue. Hearings will con¬ 
tinue tomorrow. 

The Subcommittee on Labor-Management Relations 
Act adopted a resolution calling for the full committee 
to adopt H. R. 237, introduced by Representative Kelley, 
dealing with the repeal of the Taft-Hartley Act and 
reenacting the Wagner Act. This resolution, proposed 
by Representative Perkins, also imposes the duty of hold¬ 
ing necessary hearings on the subject. 

GOVERNMENT REORGANIZATION 

Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Met in executive session and ordered reported to 
the House H. R. 1569, providing for the reorganization 
of Government agencies. A completely new bill was 
written for approval. 

HATCH ACT 

Committee on House Administration: Held executive 
meeting to consider proposed amendments to the Hatch 
Act, an act designed to prevent pernicious political 
activities, and ordered H. R. 1243 reported to the House. 
This measure deals with penalties for violations of this 
act by Federal civil-service employees. Testifying on 
the subject were Harold B. Mitchell, President, and 
Charles H. Barnes, connected with the Chief Law Of¬ 
ficer, both of the U. S. Civil Service Commission. 

ORGANIZATION—NATURAUZATION 

Committee on the Judiciary: Completed organization 
of committee and appointed subcommittees. Also 
ordered favorably reported to the House five private 
immigration bills. 

Subcommittee No. 1 agreed to report favorably to the 
full committee H. R. 199, to provide the privilege of 
becoming a naturalized citizen of the United States to 
all immigrants having a legal right to permanent 
residence, to make immigration quotas available to 
Asian and Pacific peoples. 

U. S.-FLAG SHIPPING—SHIP SALES 

Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries: Re- 
sumed consideration of H. R. 1340, providing for U. S.- 
flag shipping participation in Government-financed 
cargoes, with the following officials of the Economic 
Cooperation Administration testifying; Paul G. Hoff¬ 
man, Administrator, Col. Arthur G. Syran, director. 
Transportation Division, and Alex Henderson, general 
counsel. Also received favorable testimony, with sug¬ 
gested amendments, from Admiral W. W. Smith, 
chairman, Gerald Helmbold, Grenville Mellen, com- 
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missioncr, and Raymond McKcough, commissioner, all 
of the U. S. Maritime Commission. 

Later took up H. J. Res. 92, to continue authority of 
the Maritime Commission to sell and charter war-built 
vessels under the Merchant Ship Sales Act of 1946, and 
heard the following witnesses: Admiral W. W. Smith, 
chairman, and Frank Foertner, general counsel, both 
of the U. S. Maritime Commission. Executive meeting 
for consideration of the above two mentioned bills hag 
been called for Monday, February 7. 

FREEDOM TRAIN—COMMEMORATIVE STAMP 

Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: Met in 
executive session and completed committee organization 
work. Also voted to report favorably to Ae House 
H. J. Res. 84, providing for acquisition and operation 
of die Freedom Train by the Archivist of the United 
States; and H. R. 1432, authorizing issuance, during 
1949, of a special 6-ccnt air-mail postage stamp com¬ 
memorative of the two hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of the city of Alexandria, Va. 

IRRIGATION AND RECLAMATION 

Committee on Public Lands: Subcommittee on Irriga¬ 
tion and Reclamation held its organizational meeting, 
following which the group received information as to 
national irrigation programs for the coming year from 
John G. Will, Eugene D. Eaton, and G. W. Lineweaver, 
all of the Bureau of Reclamation. Adjourned subject 
to call of the Chair.

COTTON ACREAGE 

Committee on Agriculture and Forestry: On February 
4 tlie committee voted to report to the Senate H. R. 
128, excluding cotton planted in 1949 in com¬ 

puting cotton acreage allotments for any subsequent 
year, after voting to strike out all after the enacting 
clause and substituting therefor the language of S. 733, 
providing that acreage planted or yields in 1949 of 
cotton, wheat, corn, and rice shall not be used in such 
computations. This action was taken after hearing the 
Deputy Administrator of the Production and Marketing 
Administration of the Agriculture Department (Frank 
K. Woolley) testify in support of the legislation. 

After considering S. Res. 49, to investigate actions of 
any Government agency tending to undermine price- 
support programs for farm pr^ucts, the committee 
agreed to call various Government officials before it, 
beginning Tuesday, February 8, to discuss the resolution. 

Immediate hearings on proposals to remove restric¬ 
tions on the Government to acquire or operate storage 
facilities for farm commodities was also agreed upon. 

EXPORT CONTROL 

Committee on Banking and Currency: In executive 
session on February 4, the committee voted to report 
to the Senate with amendments S. 548, to recommend 
that the existing export controls, which expire February 
28, 1949, be extended until June 30, 1951. All of the 
amendments were perfecting, with one exception, which 
amendment is designed to remove from controls agri¬ 
cultural commodities determined by the Secretary of 
Agriculture as in long supply, unless such controls are 
necessary for the purposes of national security or foreign 
policy. 

In an afternoon session the committee heard further 
testimony by Raymond M. Foley, Administrator, Hous¬ 
ing and Home Finance Agency, in support of S. 138, 
to establish a national housing policy, and S. 712, to 
amend the National Housing Act. Franklin D. Rich¬ 
ards, Commissioner, Federal Housing Administration, 
testified generally in support of S. 712. 

HOUSING 

Committee on Banking and Currency: Subcommittee 
pn Housing and Rents continued its hearings today, re¬ 
ceiving testimony from John Taylor Egan, Public 
Housing Commissioner, in support of S. 138, to estab¬ 
lish a national housing policy, particularly as it applies 
to low-rent housing.

Gen. John Dahl- 
quist. United States Army; Lt. Col. James H. Ras¬ 
mussen, Air Force; Col. John P. Oliver, Reserve Offi¬ 
cers’ Association of United States; Melvin Maas and 
Maj.

HOUSING 

Committee on Banking and Currency: Subcommittee 
on Housing and Rents continued hearings on pending 
housing legislation, and heard various witnesses as fol¬ 
lows: 

Walter Rcuthcr, CIO, sponsored the provisions of 
S. 138, S. 712, and S. 724, ancL suggested his own plan 
of mass production of housing; Rodney M. Lockwood, 
first vice president, Thomas T. Coogan, secretary, and 
Herbert S. Colton, general counsel, all of the National 
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Association of Home Builders, generally opposed the 
legislation; James Rouse, Mortgage Bankers Associa¬ 
tion of America, opposed the public-housing provision! 
and recommended amendments to other sections of the 
pending legislation; Horace Russell and Abner Fergu¬ 
son, United States Savings and Loan League, opposed 
public housing but urged enactment of slum-clearance 
program v^^hereby States and cities would match Fed¬ 
eral funds to clear blighted areas for redevelopment but 
divorced from any other proposals for public housing; 
John F. Everitt, National Retail Dealers Association, 
opposed public-housing provisions and recommended 
amendments to other sections of the pending bills; 
Luke W. Wilson, Progressive Party, told the commit¬ 
tee that the bills do not go far enough; and Mrs. Leslie 
Wright, General Federation of Women’s Clubs, ap¬ 
peared generally in support of a long-range comprehen¬ 
sive program. 

On Friday, February ii, the committee heard Ed¬ 
ward Lauber Stokes, former Member of Congress, state 
that building of homes is essentially a work for the 
States, not for the Federal Government. He said let 
the Government lend money if they choose to on mort¬ 
gages at any fair rate. George B. Hamilton, National 
Association of Rural Housing, testified favorably to S. 
685. J. W. Brabner Smith, attorney of Washington, 
urged the return to the principles of the ori^nal Hous¬ 
ing Act concerning the secondary market for mortgage 
loans. Edgar G. Brown, National Negro Council, said 
definite language must be included in the proposed 
legislation to outlaw racial discrimination and segrega¬ 
tion in administration, construction, finance, insurance, 
and occupancy. Calvin K. Snyder and Robert P. Ger- 
holz, National Association of Real Estate Boards, pre¬ 
sented views, stating that the bills do not house low- 
income families as proposed; do not clear slums but 
seek development of urban and suburban land; and 
that housing of people was not a proper function of the 
Federal Government, and housing will be better and 
less expensive if it is provided by the people themselves. 
Leonard A. Scheele, Surgeon General of the United 
States, favored S. 138. Hearings continue tomorrow.

John 
O’Grady, National Conference of Catholic Charities, 
who was convinced that private enterprise can provide 
ways and means of meeting the housing needs of middle- 
income groups, with the additional aids which arc 
recommended and which arc provided in the bills be¬ 
fore the committee.

VETERANS—ECONOMIC STABIUZATION 

Committee on Ban\ing and Currency: In executive 
session on February 24, the committee, by 9 to 3, voted 
to report, with amendments, the subcommittee print of 
S. 138, to establish a national housing policy. It was 
agreed that this new substitute bipartisan bill would be 
introduced and reported as a clean bill under a new 
number.

Hearings were announced on Economic Stabilization 
Act of 1949, beginning March 16. In conjunction with 
this, testimony will be taken on the study of the spread 
between producers’ and consumers* prices. 

Charges made against the RFC by the Strickland 
Furniture Co., of High Point, N. C, will not be taken 
up at this time. The RFC subcommittee will hold hear¬ 
ings Monday, February 28, on the nomination of Walter 
Dunham to be Director of RFC. H^ings on the nom¬ 


ination of Hawthorne Arey to be Director of Export- 
Import Bank will be held in the near future. 

HOUSING 

Committee on Ban\ing and Currency: On February 
23, Subcommittee on Housing and Rents concluded its 
work on redrafting, with amendment, S. 138, to estab¬ 
lish a national housing policy, and then approved it for 
reporting to the full committee. 

PUBLIC HOUSING PROJECTS 

Committee on Banking and Currency: On February 
22, Subcommittee on Housing and Rents heard Senators 
McCarthy and Wiley testify in support of S. 351, to 
authorize sale of suburban resettlement projects known 
as Greenbelt, Md., Greendale, Wis., and Greenhills, 
Ohio, without regard to provisions of law requiring 
competitive bidding or public advertising. Arthur R. 
Marcus, Maxwell H. Elliott, and Robert R. Posten, all 
representing American Legion posts, also testified in 
support of the bill and discussed their plans for increas¬ 
ing the housing facilities if they were enabled to acquire 
the projects. John Taylor Egan, Public Housing Ad¬ 
ministration Commissioner, also testified. 

RECIPROCAL TRADE—COPPER 

Committee on Finance: On February 24, committee 
continued hearings on H. R. 1211, extension of reciprocal 
trade agreements. Senator Malone spoke generally on 
the bill and Senators Flanders and Smith of Maine dis¬ 
cussed the effect of the reciprocal trade agreements pro¬ 
gram on the clothespin industry. Winthrop G. Brown, 
Director of die Office of International Trade Policy, 
State Department, appeared further before the commit¬ 
tee to be questioned as to the relation of the International 
Trade Organization and the reciprocal trade agree¬ 
ments program. 

Senator Malone also testified in support of H. R. 2313, 
to suspend certain import taxes on copper. 

On February 23, in connection with the extension of 
the reciprocal trade agreements bill, the committee 
heard Joseph H. Francis, National Board of Fur 
Farm Organizations, discuss the effect of the trade 
agreements program on the fur industry. The follow¬ 
ing witnesses discussed the effect the program would 
have on the fish industry, particularly of the New Eng¬ 
land States: A. W. Anderson, Fish and Wildlife Service 
of the Interior Department; Charles E. Jackson, Na¬ 
tional Fisheries Institute; Seth Levine; John Del 
Torchio, Cape Ann Fisheries; Thomas A. Fulham, 
Federated Fishing Boats of New England and New 
York, Inc.; and Patrick J. McHugh, Atlantic Fisher¬ 
men’s Union. John Price Gregg and Oscar B. Ryder, 
both of the U. S. Tariff Commission, appeared to answer 
questions on the operation of the trade agreements pro- 
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gram. Winthrop G. Brown, Director of the Office of 
International Trade Policy, State DqKutmeni^ appeared 
in behalf of Assistant Secretary of State Thorp to be 
questioned as to the relation of the International Trade 
Organizatioo and the reciprocal trade agreements pro* 
gram. Hearings continue tomorrow. 

On February 22, Albert Goss, the National Grange, 
told the committee his organization did “not believe 
H. R. 1211 will provide the type of tariff system the 
Nation needs.” A. Carnow, American Watch As¬ 
semblers Association, and Benjamin S. Katz, Gruen 
Watch Co., discussed the effect the program would have 
on the watch industry. The following witnesses testi¬ 
fied in support of the legislation: Stanley H. Rutten- 
berg, CIO; J. G. Shennen, Elgin National Watch Co.; 
Mrs. Margaret F. Stone, National Women’s Trade 
Union League of America; and Mrs. Leslie Wright, Gen¬ 
eral Federation of Womens Clubs. W. Lunsford Long 
discussed the effect the trade program would have on 
tungsten, and Lewis R. Parker, Albany Felt Co., dis¬ 
cussed the effect of the program on the felt industry. 
Hearings continue tomorrow. 

NOMINATIONS—ECA 

Committee on Foreign Relations: On February 24, in 
executive session, the committee considered in prepara¬ 
tion for reporting S. 833, to amend the Economic Coop¬ 
eration Act of 1948.

PRICE SUPPORTS 

Committee on Agriculture: Subcommittee No. 3, Rep¬ 
resentative Granger, chairman, opened hearings on a 
number of bills to improve and expedite the work of 
the Forest Service, and to authorize additional funds for 
cooperation with States in forest activities.

Representative Pogue, authorizing REA to make 35- 
year loans at 2 percent interest, for the expansion, de¬ 
velopment, and improvement of rural telephone service. 
The bill was amended in order to protect existing tele¬ 
phone companies and encourage the development of 
rural telephones by private industry. 

Began a series of hearings on Wednesday dealing with 
agricultural production and price supports. These hear¬ 
ings are being held by a special subcommittee, of which 
Representative Pace is chairman, and will consider sev¬ 
eral important agricultural measures, including repeal 
or revision of the Agricultural Act of 1948, commonly 
known as the Aiken bill.

OLEOMARGARINE 

Committee on Agriculture: Opened hearings on the 
subject of oleomargarine tax repeal. Representative 
Poage, author of H. R. 3, a bill which would repeal oleo 
tax and amend the act requiring positive identification 
of yellow margarine, spoke on behalf of his bill and 
called attention to the fact that pro-butter groups arc 
supporting a bill in Congress which would result in the 
repeal of taxes and license fees with respect to margarine, 
but which would, in turn, directly prohibit the manufac¬ 
ture and sale of yellow margarine in the channels of 
interstate commerce. He stated that the sale of yellow 
nargarine would not hurt the dairy farmers; that by 
making the use of table spreads available to people who 
cannot now afford butter the number of consumers of 
spreads will be increased, with benefit to all. He pointed 
out that foods by the score arc artificially colored to meet 
consumer tastes. 

The following Members of the House spoke in favor 
of their bills which would repeal the margarine tax: 
Representatives Abernethy, Corbett, and Battle. An¬ 
other witness, Harold O. Smith, Jr., executive vice presi¬ 
dent, U. S. Wholesale Grocers’ Association, Inc., testi¬ 
fied in favor of margarine tax repeal. In concluding 
his statement he said that his association certainly has 
‘‘no prejudice against butter or any other whole¬ 
some nutritious food product. We gladly sell any 
product wanted by our retail outlets and by the con¬ 
sumers. Let every food item find its place 

in trade and consumer acceptance on its own merits. 
Do not tip the competitive scale by discriminatory tax¬ 
ation and burdensome regulations.” Hearings will 
continue tomorrow. 

RENT CONTROL 

Committee on Banking and Currency: Continued exec¬ 
utive consideration of H. R. 1731, rent-control extension 
bill. Postponed further action until tomorrow morn¬ 
ing’s meeting. 

TAFT-HARTLEY REPEAL 

Committee on Education and Lfibor: Defeated H. R. 
237, a bill, introduced by Representative Kelley, to repeal 
the Taft-Hartley Act, which had been previously or¬ 
dered reported to the full committee. The vote to set 
this bill aside was 16 to 9. It was later announced that 
the committee would start open hearings Monday, 
March 7, on H. R. 2032, to repeal tlie Taft-Hartley Act.

SYSTEMS 

Committee on the Judiciary: Ordered the following 
bills reported favorably to the House: 

H. R. 834, to amend the Contract Settlement Act of 
1944, to authorize the payment of fair compensa¬ 
tion to persons contracting to deliver certain strategic 
or critical minerals or metals in cases of failure to recover 
reasonable costs; and

Haugen, McLean County, N. Dak., spoke on behalf of 
the ^ee bills. Angus McDonald, assistant legislative 
secretary, National Farmers Union, testified in favor of 
H. R. 1316. He stated that these loans made imder 
such conditions were only secured by the current crop; 
that they were supposed to be short-term loans, repay¬ 
able in a year or less and consequently carried a very 
high rate of interest; that in all probability it would cost 
much more to collect the loans than they were worth. 
In conclusion he said that the National Farmers Union 
urged that the subcommittee give the purposes of the 
bill earnest consideration and hoped that it would be 
reported favorably.

(9) Representative groups of tenants or landlords 
would be permitted to request hearings from local 
advisory boards as to decontrol or general rent in¬

FARM PRICE SUPPORTS—FERTILIZER 

Committee on Agriculture: The Pace special subcom¬ 
mittee considering revisions to the Agricultural Adjust¬ 
ment Act of 1948 (Aiken bill), had Carroll Hunter, 
Solicitor, Department of Agriculture, and William 
McArthur, Assistant Director, Grain Branch, Produc¬ 
tion and Marketing Administration, as its witnesses.

FERTILIZER 

Committee on Agriculture: The special subcommittee 
on fertilizer and farm machinery had as its principal 
witness R. C. Jopling, vice president, Phillips Chemical 
Co., of Bartlesville, Okla., who explained that the Army 
fertilizer program, as authorized by Congress in 1947, 
under tlie Second Decontrol Act, was set up for the 
purpose of allowing the Department of the Army to 
produce fertilizer in Government-owned plants for the 
occupied countries; that it was contemplated that the 
Army would terminate its program by October i, 1948. 
He stated further that the Army production in plants 
presently operated is now more than sufficient for the 
occupied countries; that had it not been for legislation 
increasing the scope of the Army fertilizer program, 
none of Phillips’ cactus production would be required 
by the Army. He concluded by saying that his firm 
would supply during the fiscal year, under the 50-pcr- 
cent export program, 14,500 tons; under the lo-pcrccnt 
domestic program, 36,000 tons—a total of 50,500 tons. 
In his discourse on the proposed fertilizer program for 
fiscal 1949-50, he said that there is presently a critical 


need for fertilizer in Jiis country, but despite this, do¬ 
mestic and foreign production is increasing rapidly; 
that export requirements for next year should be much 
less than last year; and that he believed the interest of 
agriculture could best be served by the fertilizer industry 
without the restrictions and complications of Govern¬ 
ment supervision, and that section 205 of Public Law 
793 should be repealed. Hearings will be continued 
tomorrow.

CORN-MARKETING QUOTAS 

Committee on Agriculture: Charles F. Brannan, Sec¬ 
retary of Agriculture, again testified before the Pace 
Special Subcommittee on Farm Price Supports and was 
questioned in detail about various points brought up in 
his statement of yesterday with reference to the na¬ 
tional corn program. The early part of the discussion 
concerned the possibility of having marketing quotas 
in 1951. The Secretary stated they have asked for addi¬ 
tional funds in order to have basic infm’mation 
available in the event the situation develops that would 
necessitate such a program. He added, however, that 


the Department has no desire to exercise such a jurisdic¬ 
tion unless it becomes absolutely necessary in the inter¬ 
est of the farm program and general objectives of the 
program. 

Members also discussed at length the authority, which 
the Solicitor has said the Department has, to deny all 
or part of the benefits, such as price supports, soil-con¬ 
servation benefits, etc., to producers of one commodity 
who fail to comply with the program in effect in con¬ 
nection with other crops. TTiey also questioned Mr. 
Brannan and Mr. McArthur of the Grain Division rela¬ 
tive to the variation in support prices for corn in the 
commercial corn area and the noncommercial. 

The committee and the Secretary agreed that it was 
doubtful if the corn growers would submit to quotas 
unless the whole feed-grain situation was handled to¬ 
gether.

The committee also considered H. R. 2440, which 
would authorize the Public Housing Commissioner to 
sell the suburban resettlement projects known as Green- 
belt, Md.; Grcendale, Wis.; and Grecnhills, Ohio. J. F. 
Russell, president, Greenhills Home Owners Corp., tes¬ 
tified on this bill. 

PAY RAISE-SALES TAX 

Committee on the District of Columbia: Ordered the 
following bills reported to the House: 

H. R. 3088, to increase by $330 the salaries of certain 
D. C employees; and 

H. R. 3704, to provide for a sales tax, increase of 
liquor-license cost and real-estate taxes, and raising of 
personal income-tax exemptions in the District of 
Columbia. 

TAFT-HARTLEY REPEAL-LABOR STUDY 

Committee on Education and Labor: Ordered the fol- 
bwmg bills to be reported to the House: 
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H. R. 2032, to repeal the Labor-Management Rela¬ 
tions Act of 1947, and reinstate the Wagner Labor Act, 
with modifications relative to a ban on jurisdictional 
strikes and certain secondary boycotts; a 30-day cooling- 
off period when a strike is impending, such strike being 
of a national emergency nature; and to return the Con¬ 
ciliation Service to the Department of Labor. The vote 
to report the bill was 13 to 10. 

H. J. Res. 24, to create a Temporary Labor Relations 
Commission to make a study of recommendations con¬ 
cerning labor relations. This board shall consist of 
Members of the House and Senate along with six pri¬ 
vate citizens to be chosen by the President. 

FEDERAL PROCUREMENT 

Committee on Expenditures in the Executive Depart- 
ments: Considered, but took no action on, H. R. 2781, 
to reorganize and simplify the procurement, utilization, 
and disposal of Government property. This same bill 
will be considered again at an open meeting tomorrow 
morning. 

ECONOMIC COOPERATION ACT 
Committee on Foreign Affairs: Voted unanimously to 
report H. R. 3748 to the House. This measure amends 
the Economic Cooperation Act of 1948 and authorizes 
an appropriation of $5,380,000,000 to carry the European 
recovery program through the next 15 months. 

FLOATING DRYDOCKS 

Committee on Merchant Marine and Fisheries: Held 
open hearings to consider the installation of Navy sur¬ 
plus floating drydocks at Maritime Commission reserve 
fleet sites. The following witnesses testified: Repre¬ 
sentative Jackson of Washington, and Adm. W. W. 
Smith, Chairman, U*. S. Maritime Commission, accom¬ 
panied by Charles D. Marshall, General Manager, Ernest 
W. Gorman, Chief, Division of Reserve Fleet, and Frank 
E. Hickey, Chief, Bureau of Marine Operations. Will 
continue on same subject at 10:30 tomorrow morning 
following an executive session of the full committee 
scheduled for 10 a. m. 

NATIONAL CENSUS 

Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: J. C. Capt, 
Director, accompanied by John Moore, budget officer, 
both of the Bureau of the Census, testified before the 
McCarthy subcommittee on H. R. 3198, to continue 
authority on a permanent basis to use Federal employees 
for the taking of the census* This bill was approved 
for reporting to the full committee. 

The above-named officials of the Census Bureau also 
testified before the Morrison subcommittee on H. R. 142, 
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excepting certain persons from the requirement of pay¬ 
ing fees for certain census data. No action was taken 
on this bill. 

MINE INCENTIVE PAYMENTS 

Committee on Public Lands: James Boyd, Director, 
Bureau of Mines, Department of the Interior, discussed 
the provisions of H. R. 976 and 2031, mine incentive 
payments bills, at the hearings held on these measures 
by the Subcommittee on Mines and Mining. No final 
action was taken on the legislation. 

RIVERS AND HARBORS 

Committee on Public Worhj: The Subcommittee on 
Rivers and Harbors approved sundry review resolutions 
which will be reported for the consideration of the full 
committee. 

AMERICAN RIVER BASIN 

Committee on Rules: Granted a rule providing for i 
hour’s general debate on H. R. 165, to authorize the 
American River Basin development in California for 
irrigation purposes. Representatives Engle and Welch, 
both of California, and Murdock spoke on behalf of 
this legislation. 

The committee also considered rules for H. R. 2023, 
to repeal certain taxes on oleomargarine; H. R. 2032, to 
repeal the Taft-Hartley Act; and H. R. 3748, to amend 
tlie Economic Cooperation Act of 1948. Further action 
on these bills was postponed until a meeting scheduled 
for Monday, March 28.

After such a decontrol in the major portion of a rental 
area, the Expediter is directed to decontrol any unin¬ 
corporated locality in the remainder of that area; and 

(6) It is agreed that section 608 of title VI of the 
National Housing Act on insurance of mortgages for 
construction of rental housing be extended until June 
30,1949.

may be controlled only on recommendation of local 
board; 

(5) Under local-option provision, the Senate lan¬ 
guage was accepted in general with modification to 
allow incorporated city, town, or village to decontrol 
by passing a resolution based on a finding after public 
hearing that there exists no shortage in rental housing 
requiring control, provided that the resolution is ap¬ 
proved by the Governor. After such a decontrol in the 
major portion of a rental area, the Expediter is directed 
to decontrol any unincorporated locality in the re¬ 
mainder of that area; 

(6) Agreed that section 608 of title VI of the National 
Housing Act, on insurance of mortgages for construc¬ 
tion of rental housing, be extended until June 30, 1949; 

(7) In the case of hotels, as agreed upon, all controls 
would be removed on hotels in cities under 2/2 million; 
in larger cities, provision is made for bringing under 
control permanent accommodations on March i, 1949, 
in other than transient hotels—transient hotel accom¬ 
modations in such cities would be decontrolled; 

(8) As to rents, the House language of the bill rela¬ 
tive to fair returns from rentals was accepted with mod¬ 
ification to provide that ceiling rents be adjusted to 
yield a fair net operating income; and 

(9) In the case of luxury apartments, the Senate ver¬ 
sion was accepted with modification to provide the 
Expediter with authority to decontrol any or all such 
accommodations without regard to rental price if in 
his judgment such action would result in additional 
housing accommodation by conversion.

Oleomargarine: After voting 242 yeas to 137 nays 
to adopt an amendment inserting the provisions of 
H. R. 3 (as amended), into H. R. 2023, in lieu of the 
committee-approved language, the House rejected a 
motion to recommit, and passed the bill by 287 yeas 
to 89 nays. The provisions of H. R. 3 were amended 
to provide that all colored margarine sold in public 
eating places be of a three-sided shape so as to readily 
distinguish it from butter. The bill as passed repeals 
the tax on oleomargarine, sets out the definition of 
yellow margarine, calls for posting of signs in public 
eating places where margarine is served, and provides 
for interstate movement of colored margarine.

permitted by the International Wheat Agreement.

FARM PROGRAM 

Joint Meeting of House Committee on Agriculture 
with Senate Committee on Agriculture and Forestry: 
Charles F. Brannan, Secretary of Agriculture, testified 
today before a joint session of these two groups on the 
national farm program—a program that he would 
much rather having working well in the immediate 
future tlian one that will partly do the job for 20 years. 
The Secretary stated that he was thankful that we have 
had a great deal of excellent legislation and much good 
experience on which to base an effective farm program, 
and added, “We have seen that the measures dealing 
with the selling prices of farm products and the incomes 
of producers are the keys to a successful program.” 

He listed several ways in which we can expect an 
effective farm production and price-stabilization pro¬ 
gram to serve tlic interests of all the people; namely, it 
should help prevent depression, help build markets for 
industrial goods, and help maintain employment for 
labor. He pointed out that stable farm prices and in¬ 
comes encourage high-level production with the great¬ 
est assurance of reasonable prices to consumers, because 
a program that helps maintain farm income helps to 
maintain agricultural resources. 

Mr. Brannan presented several proposals and dis¬ 
cussed the objectives, formulas, application of support, 
and conditions of support in detail. His discussion in¬ 
cluded the income and price-support standards, appli¬ 
cation to specific commodities, price-support methods, 
conditions, and limits.

Two proposed amendments by Senator Butler, rela¬ 
tive to excise taxes on photographic apparatus and toilet 
preparations sold in beauty and barber shops, were with¬ 
drawn with the understanding that they would be 
offered to the bill when it is brought up for considera¬ 
tion in the Senate.

Committee on Agriculture: Pace special subcommittee 
heard the following representatives of the National 
Farmers Union at today’s hearings on the national farm 
program: James G. Patton, president, who said that 
the National Farmers Union had taken the position 
that the support levels guaranteed in the so-called Stea¬ 
gall amendment to the Price Control Act of 1942, must 
be continued unless something were done to control the 
rest of the economy.

Committee on Agriculture: Appearing at the Pace 
special subcommittee hearings on the proposed farm 
program as it relates to milk and milk products were 
Charles W. Holman, secretary, National Cooperative 
Milk Producers Federation; W. A. Gordon, secretary, 
National Creameries Association, St. Paul, Minn.; J. O. 
Lund, president, Minnesota Creameries Association, St. 
Paul Minn.; and Lcn E. Kopitske, president, Wiscon¬ 
sin Cheese Makers’ Association, Marion, Wis. Mr. 
Holman said his organization felt a few clarifying and 
beneficial amendments to the Aiken bill is all that is 
requested by the dairymen. His group recommended 
{a) inclusion of wages of hired farm labor in index of 
prices paid by farmers for commodities bought; {b) in¬ 
clusion after January 1950 of special treatment of milk 
and its products by modification of parity computation 
to include subsidies in effect during war roll-back pe¬ 
riod ; (e) flexible support prices for milk and its prod¬ 
ucts based upon full parity with minimum of 75 per¬ 
cent of parity; (J) amendment to have specific parity 
formula for milk and its products not subject to admin¬ 
istrative interpretation; and (tf) application of the 
Aiken food-allotment plan for the underprivileged as 


an aid to disposition of surpluses. Mr. Gordon elabo¬ 
rated on the butter, cheese, and other manufactured 
commodities, and said no single milk parity program 
would safeguard them. He recommended adoption 
of H. R. 2200, dealing with announcement of parity 
price on milk, starting January i, 1950. Mr. Kopitske 
presented the price situation as it applies to cheese. 
This testimony concluded the hearings on milk and 
milk products. Committee will meet tomorrow to hear 
representatives of Irish-potato groups. 

ARMORY LEGISLATION—PAY BILL 

Committee on Armed Services: Subcommittee No. 3 
held executive discussions on armory legislation, which 
subject will be further considered at tomorrow’s 
meeting. 

Subcommittee No. 2 continued hearings on H. R. 
2553) the armed services pay bill, and heard the testi¬ 
mony of Col. Melvin J. Maas, president.

They testified in oppo¬ 
sition to section 502—amendments to the National 
Banking Act—which would permit commercial banks 
to deal in Housing Authority securities. It is their con¬ 
tention that the investment dealers are in a position to 
distribute the volume of bonds contemplated under the 
housing bills, and that the philosophy of the Banking 
Act as it now stands, to separate commercial banking 
from investment banking, should continue. George W. 
West, of Atlanta, Ga., on behalf of the U. S. Chamber 
of Commerce, testified in opposition to a Federal pro¬ 
gram of public housing and slum clearance, but advo¬ 
cated that the governmental action which is required 
should be State and local government action, and cited 
examples of the success of such a program in various 
communities. Hearings will be continued tomorrow. 

D. C. CORPORATIONS 

Committee on the District of Columbia: Judiciary sub¬ 
committee considered, but took no final action on, H. R. 
3343, providing for regulation of certain D. C. business 
corporations; H. R. 3361, relating to children born out 
of wedlock; and H. R. 3372, relative to foreign corpora¬ 
tions doing business in the District of Columbia. Other 
bills amending D. C. law were also considered. Wit-

He pointed out that acreage allot¬ 
ments worked a hardship on farmers in semiarid regions 
who were already following a straight wheat and sum¬ 
mer fallow system. For this reason they would like to 
see the two-price plan as an alternative to acreage limita¬ 
tion. It was his thought that the plan proposed by the 
Secretary of Agriculture would not correct the diffi¬ 
culty.

VETERANS’ PENSIONS

Voted to substitute the provisions of H. R. 4523 fw 
H. R. 3821, veterans* pension bill, after amending the 
former bill to provide the following benefits: 
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Pension of $6o a month payable when unemployable, 
meets the provisions of the needs test, and fulfills the 
following other requirements: 

Less than age 55, 60 percent single disability or a 
combined disability of 70 percent with requirement 
that at least one disability be 40 percent in degree. 

Age 55, a single or combined disability rating of 
60 percent. 

Age 60, a single or combined disability rating of 
50 percent. 

At age 65, a veteran shall be presumed to be perma¬ 
nently and totally disabled without a medical examina¬ 
tion and without regard to unemployability, and the 
pension rate would be $72 a month. 

The rate of $100 per month is provided in lieu of the 
$60 and $72 rates where a veteran is permanently and 
totally disabled and, in addition, is so helpless or blind 
as to need the regular aid and attendance of another 
person. 

The bill also increases the income limits for a single 
veteran or a widow with child or children from $1,000 
to $1,200. The $2,500 limit now in the law applicable 
to veterans who are married or have dependents, and 
to widows with children, was left unchanged. 

The bill applies to veterans of both World Wars I 
and II and contains a bar to benefits going to those who 
advocate the overthrow of the Government by force or 
violence. The provisions for veterans below age 65 are 
the same as now presently administered by the Veterans’ 
Administration under extension 5 to the 1945 Disability 
Rating Schedule. 

A clean bill, H. R. 4617, was introduced today in lieu 
of H. R. 4523, as amended. This will be considered 
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when the committee meets tomorrow to vote on report¬ 
ing the measure to the House.

FARM PROGRAM 

Committee on Agriculture: Pace Special Subcommit¬ 
tee on Price Supports and National Farm Program ques¬ 
tioned Allan B. Kline, president, American Farm Bureau 
Federation, relative to his statement of April 28 wherein 
he endorsed the objectives of the Aiken bill. H. L.

He was not in favor 
of Secretary Brannan’s proposal nor did he feel that the 
Aiken bill should become effective in January 1950.

REMOUNT SERVICE—CITRUS FLY 

Committee on Agriculture: Subcommittee No. 2 con¬ 
sidered H. R. 3003 and 3022, and S. 969, bills to transfer 
back to tlie Kellogg Foundation die land and improve¬ 
ments of the Pomona Remount Station, which the foun¬ 
dation had given the Government and for which no 
useful project is now contemplated. Dr. E. W. Morris, 
president, Kellogg Foundation, explained the back¬ 
ground of the agreement to transfer the property to the 
U. S. Government, saying it was understood the prop¬ 
erty would become important part of Army Remount 
Service and continue breeding of Arabian horses. 
There is no appropriation contemplated for the Po¬ 
mona Station, and the foundation, as well as the De¬ 
partment of Agriculture, feels that it has a strong equi¬ 
table interest in its disposition. Representatives Shafer 
and White of California, and E. J. Overby, assistant to 
the Secretary of Agriculture, spoke on behalf of the pro¬ 
posed legislation. 

The subcommittee heard an explanation by Repre¬ 
sentative Miller of Nebraska on H. R. 1242, transferring 
part of Robinson Remount Station to the city of Craw¬ 
ford, Nebr. Mr. Overby stated the Department had no 
objection to this bill. 


A bill, H. R. 4263, to combat citrus black fly, was ex¬ 
plained by its author, Representative Bentsen and Dr. 
Sievert A. Rohwer, Assistant Chief of the Bureau of 
Entomology and Plant Quarantine. Representative 
Lyle also spoke in favor of the bill. This insect is the 
most serious menace to the citrus industry, and cradica-% 
tion work and control are vitally necessary.

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VETERANS* PENSIONS 

Committee on Veterans* Affairs: Ordered reported to 
the House H. R. 4617, which would provide the follow¬ 
ing: 

Pension of $60 a month payable when unemployable, 
meets the provisions of the needs test, and fulfills the 
following other requirements: 

Less than age 55, 60 percent single disability or a 
combined disability of 70 percent with requirement 
that at least one disability be 40 percent in degree. 

Age 55, a single or combined disability rating of 
60 percent. 

Age 60, a single or combined disability rating 
of 50 percent. 

At age 65, a veteran shall be presumed to be perma¬ 
nently and totally disabled without a medical examina¬ 
tion and if found to be unemployable. The pension 
would be $72 a month. The vote was 14 to 8 to include 
the provision requiring a finding of unemployability at 
age 65. Also adopted an amendment defining '‘mar¬ 
ginal employment.” 

The rate of $100 per month is provided in lieu of the 
$60 and $72 rates where a veteran is permanently and 
totally disabled and, in addition, is so helpless or blind 
as to need the regular aid and attendance of another 
person. 

Idle bill also increases the income limits for a single 
veteran or a widow witli child or children from $1,000 
to $1,200. The $2,500 limit now in the law applicable 
to veterans who are married or have dependents, and 
to widows with children, was left unchanged. 

The bill applies to veterans of both World Wars I and 
II and contains a bar to benefits going to those who 
advocate the overthrow of the Government by force or 
violence. The provisions for veterans below age 65 are 
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the same as now presently administered by the Veterans* 
Administration under extension 5 to the 1945 Disability 
Rating Schedule. 

The Veterans’ Administration has estimated that the 
measure, as reported, will cost approximately $8,693,- 
000,000 through the year 2000.

Committee on the Judiciary: Subcommittee No. i heard 
testimony on several private immigration bills. Also 
agreed to report favorably to the full committee six 
private immigration bills; three to be reported adverselv. 
Three concurrent resolutions will be reported favor¬ 
ably—S. Con. Res. 21, S. Con. Res. 22, and S. Con Res. 
40, favoring the suspension of deportation of certain 
aliens. 

Subcommittee No. 3 heard testimony on a private 
claims measure. In executive session ordered reported 
favorably to the full committee H. R. 2734, with amend¬ 
ments, to amend sections 7 and n of the Clayton Act.

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FAIR LABOR STANDARDS—MINIMUM WAGE 

Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: By unani¬ 
mous vote, a subcommittee of seven agreed to report 
favorably to the full committee at its next meeting an 
amended version of S. 653, to amend the Fair Labor 
Standards Act of 1938. 

As approved, the bill would provide for a 75 cents 
per hour minimum wage; it would permit suability 
(amend the existmg law so as to also permit the Gov¬ 
ernment to intercede in behalf of an aggrieved indi¬ 
vidual) ; and it would strengthen the existing prohibi¬ 
tion of child labor. The subcommittee reserved for the 
full committee’s consideration the matter of reexami¬ 
nation of area production with particular respect to the 
elimination of area production as it affects minimum 
wage. The subcommittee proposes to amend section 
7 (c) with respect to overtime so as to add the word 
“buttermilk” to the list of exemptions, and it proposes 
to extend exemption to small Western Union stations 
doing business up to $500 per month. 

NATIONAL HEALTH 

Committee on Labor and Public Welfare: Subcommit¬ 
tee continued hearings on pending national health bills, 
with the following witnesses expressing their views: 
Emmet Slusher, president, Missouri Farm Bureau, on 
behalf of American Farm Bureau Federation; Dr. 
Theodore Sanders, New York, on behalf of National 
Consumers League; Dr. John J. Nugent, National

GOVERNMENT PAY AND CIVIL-SERVICE BILLS 

Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: In execu¬ 
tive session, the committee voted to report to the Senate, 
with amendments, H. R. 1689, to increase rates of com¬ 
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pensation of heads and assistant heads of executive de¬ 
partments and independent agencies, and S. 1762, to 
establish standard schedule of rates of basic compensation 
for certain employees of the Federal Government, to 
fix an equitable system for adjusting the rates of basic 
compensation of individual employees, and repeal the 
Classification Act of 1923. As approved by the commit¬ 
tee the amendments to H. R. 1^9 would include addi¬ 
tional heads and assistant heads of departments and in¬ 
dependent agencies to the existing ones as well as exclude 
all positions under the classified service which had been 
included in the bill. In the case of S. 1762, the bill was 
completely rewritten as contrasted to its introduced 
form, but the same objectives embodied in the original 
bill were retained. 

Committee also voted to report, with amendment,

Post OflSce Department, and to transfer village carriers 
to the city delivery service;

He vigorously op¬ 
posed direct Government loans to individuals or 
cooperatives, 

Oscar R. Kreutz, executive manager. National Sav¬ 
ings and Loan League, stated the real-estate market has 
shown encouraging signs of becoming more stable. If, 
however, the Government enters into a program of 
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direct lending he believes it will result in another up¬ 
ward spiral in building costs with dangerous effect upon 
the future economy. 

Jerry Voorhis, executive secretary, Cooperative 
League of U. S. A., testified in favor of title III, provid¬ 
ing for direct loans to nonprofit housing cooperatives. 

Dr. John A. Hannah, president of Michigan State Col¬ 
lege and of the Association of Land-Grant Colleges and 
Universities, and Dr. Francis J. Brown, staff associate 
of the American Council on Education both testified in 
favor of title V of the bill, which provides for a $300 
million revolving loan fund at percent interest for 
periods up to 40 years, available to colleges and universi¬ 
ties for construction of student and faculty housing. 
Hearings will be continued tomorrow. 

MARITIME LABOR 

Committee on Education and Labor: The Kelley sub¬ 
committee concluded hearings on H. R. 5008, to amend 
existing labor-management relations law to provide that 
it shall not be an unfair labor practice to incorporate in 
a collective-bargaining agreement any hiring or employ¬ 
ment practice which prevailed in the maritime industry 
prior to June 15,1947.

He strenuously opposed 
all programs for direct Government loans, stating, ’‘This 
measure gives lip service to the principles of private 
enterprise, but what it proposes would decrease, rather 
than increase, the part of the housing market to be 
served by private enterprise.” 

At an afternoon session, representatives of the RFC 
and Carl G. Strandlund, president of Lustron Corp., 
were interrogated by the committee with respect to 
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several RFC loans to the corporation. Hearings will 
be continued tomorrow. 

ALCOHOLIC BEVERAGE CONTROL 
Committee on the District of Columbia: Considered, but 
took no action on, various bills regarding alcoholic 
beverage control laws. At the hearing on H. R. 4074, to 
prohibit the purchase of fermented malt beverages on

RURAL TELEPHONES 

Committee on Agriculture and Forestry: In executive 
session, committee considered further for reporting to 
the Senate H. R. 2960, providing for rural tele¬ 
phones, but took no final action. Committee continues 
tomorrow. 

FOREIGN MILITARY AID 

Committees on Armed Services and Foreign Relations: 
In executive session, the committees continued their 
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work marking up for reporting to the Senate S. 2388, 
to provide military assistance to foreign nations. 

Actions today on various provisions of the bill by the 
committees include: By vote of 19 to 3, the committees 
adopted the Connally substitute amendment for title I 
(worked out by their subcommittee) authorizing 
$1,000,000,000 for foreign military aid. With this ac¬ 
tion, the total amount to be authorized by the bill, as 
it now stands, would be $1,314,010,000. 

It approved sections 102, 103, and 104, as follows: 
Section 102 would authorize an appropriation of $500,- 
000,000 in cash of which not to exceed $100,000,000 
shall be immediately available upon appropriation, and 
not to exceed $400,000,000 shall become available when 
the President agrees to the recommendations of the 
Council and the Defense Committee to be established 
under the North Atlantic Treaty. Section 103, in ad¬ 
dition to the $500,000,000 in cash, would give the Presi¬ 
dent authority, “within the limits of specific contract 
authority which may be granted to him,” to enter into 
contracts totaling up to $500,000,000 for carrying out 
provisions and accomplishing the policies of title I, dur¬ 
ing the period ending June 30,1950. Section 104 would 
place restrictions on the use of the funds in die construc¬ 
tion and operation of factories. 

The George amendment to reduce by $200,000,000 
the proposed $500,000,000 in cash appropriations was 
rejected by a vote of 13 to 10. 

The Knowland amendment to authorize $193,000,000 
for China and the Far East was rejected when the com¬ 
mittees, by a vote of 12 to 9, adopted a substitute by 
Chairman Connally authorizing the appropriation of 
$75,000,000, “as an emergency fund for the President, 
which may be expended to accomplish in that area the 
policies and purposes declared in this Act.’’ 

Committees meet again September 12, when they 
hope to conclude their work and vote on reporting the 
bill to the Senate.

Committee on the Judiciary: Continuing its hearings 
on proposed displaced-perwns legislation, the subcom¬ 
mittee received testimony in behalf of Arab displaced 
persons from Louise Massis, George M. Barakat, and 
John G. Hazam. Subcommittee meets again Septem¬ 
ber 16. 

IMMIGRATION—SUBVERSIVE ALIENS 
Committee on the Judiciary: Dr. S. Dreskovich ap¬ 
peared before the subcommittee in connection with its 
study of S. 1832, to amend the Immigration Act of 1918 
to provide for exclusion and deportation of subversive 
aliens, to make a factual statement on various phases 
of subversive activities in this country, and to testify 
generally in support of the proposed legislation. Sub¬ 
committee continues September 13. 

FEDERAL EMPLOYMENT 

Committee on Post Office and Civil Service: In execu¬ 
tive session, the subcommittee voted to report favorably 
to the full committee S. 2351, to consolidate laws relat¬ 
ing to the receipt of compensation from dual employ¬ 
ments under the U. S., repealing numerous conflicting 
provisions of the law. The subcommittee will make 
this report to the full committee next Tuesday, Sep¬ 
tember 13, at which time it will also file a report on 
S. 2350, payment of annual leave to certain officers and 
employees of the Government. 

The subcommittee voted to postpone indefinitely the 
three following bills: S. 1246, reemployment for certain 
employees of the Bureau of Prisons; S. 1467, relating to 
reemployment rights of persons released from Govern¬ 
ment employment to engage in private employment in 
behalf of the war effort; and S. 1598, relative to equip¬ 
ment allowances to postmasters.

FOREIGN MILITARY AID 

Committees on Armed Services and Foreign Relations: 
In executive session, the committees voted to report to 
the Senate H. R. 5895, to provide military assistance to 
foreign nations, after striking out all after the enacting 
clause and substituting the contents of S. 2388, as 
amended, therefor. 

The committees, by a vote of 20 yeas to 3 nays, ap¬ 
proved S. 2388, to provide military assistance to foreign 
nations, after taking the following actions today on 
amendments: Rejected by 3 yeas to 19 nays, Russell 
amendment to reduce by 10 percent the sum of $211,- 
370,000 proposed for Grecce-Turkey aid; and adopted 
by 16 yeas to 6 nays, Vandenberg amendment to section 
303 of the bill so that emergency fund of $75 million 
may be expended by President in the general area of 
China rather than in the area of “China and the Far 
East.” Section 303, as amended, was then approved by 
16 yeas to 5 nays.

Also reopened hearings on S. 1033, to amend further 
the Philippine Rehabilitation Act of 1946 to authorize the 
Philippine War Damage Commission to compensate for 
damages suffered to schools. Reverend Fathers Greer 
and Hurley, both presently stationed in the Philippine 
Islands, spoke on the measure. No further considera¬ 
tion is contemplated on this bill until next session. 

SOCIAL SECURITY 

Committee on Rules: Granted a rule on H. R. 6000, the 
social-security bill, which will allow 4 days of general 
debate on the measure, waive points of order against, 


and close to amendments except those to be offered at 
the direction of the Committee on Ways and Means. 

In an open hearing on the legislation last Saturday 
Representatives Jenkins of Ohio and Mason opposed the 
bill and the rule, while Representative Byrnes of Wiscon¬ 
sin spoke in opposition to a rule at this time and against a 
closed rule at any time. Heard on behalf of the bill and 
the closed rule were Representatives Doughton, Camp, 
and Forand.

INTERNAL REVENUE 

Conferees on H. R. 5268, to amend certain provisions of 
the Internal Revenue Code including sections on farm¬ 
ers’ return, foreign tax credit, charitable deductions by 
corporations, transfer of stocks between corporations 
and nominee, employee annuity contracts, and re¬ 
linquishment of powers in case of reciprocal trusts, in 
executive session, reached a compromise between the 
House- and Senate-passed versions of the bill and agreed 
to file a conference report. A few days will be required 
for drafting this report. 

As agreed upon by the conferees, the House receded 
in Senate amendments Nos. i through 5,9, and 12. (No. 
I relates to employees’ annuity contracts; 2 through 5 
relate to relinquishment of powers in case of reciprocal 
trusts; 9 increases amount of free duty imports brought 
in by individuals; and 12 relates to deceased members of 
armed services estate taxes.) The Senate receded from 
its amendments Nos. 10 and ii. (No. 10 relates to 
recapitalization cases and No. ii to distribution of stock 
in case of reorganization.) In the case of Senate amend¬ 
ments 6 and 7, relating to estate taxes, the Senate receded 
from its amendments with amendments. In the case of 
Senate amendment No. 8, relative to percentage deple¬ 
tion, the Senate receded with an amendment to leave 
all items in but reduce percentage allowance from 15 to 
5 percent. 

INTERIOR APPROPRIATIONS 

Conferees on H. R. 3838, Interior appropriations for 
1950, continued in executive session in an attempt to 
work out all differences between the House- and Senate- 
passed versions of the bill, but did not conclude their 
work. They continued in night session. 

MIUTARY APPROPRIATIONS 

Conferees on H. R. 4146, National Military appropria¬ 
tions for 1950, met in executive session to work out dif¬ 
ferences between House- and Senate-passed versions of 
the bill, but did not conclude their work. They meet 
again tomorrow.
